The figures of births and deaths for the week ending 
3xst December, i960 shown in this state inem relate to 2 9 9 
towns in the States of Andhia Pradesh, Assam, Bihar. 
Delhi Gujarat, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Madras, Maha- 
rashtra, Mysore, Orissa, Pondicherry, Punjab, Rajasthan, 
Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal. These towns account 
for a population of 45,615 thousand out of a total popu- 


lation of 51,787 thousand in the country in 359 towns, 
each having a population of 30,000 and over. 

In 234 towns having a population of 36,669 thou 
sand in Group I, where registration is comparatively 
more complete, 27,054 births and 88,35 deaths were 
recorded giving a biith rate of 38 - 4 and a death rate 
of 12 -5 per thousand of population. The rates 
registered in the various States are as follows :
